After that it was only a qnestion of 
time until the influence of the westerh 
states which had entered the Union 
with manhood suffrage, would carry 
the East and break down the last bar- 
rier between the poor citizen and his 
more favored brethren. The influence 
of Catholics in national and state poll- 
ties grew gquickly—-too much so for 
those who believed that the nation’s 
future depended upon the exclusion of 
the foreign-born citizen. Up to 1826, 
however, there was but little to indi- 
cate the increasing power of that influ- 
ence, But it was to develop rapidly 
owing to several causes. Chief among 
these was the rise of the first organ- 
ized anti-Catholic movement which 
came as the result of Catholic Emanci 
pation in Great Britain in 1829.
